Non-Catholic Party 
Before a Dispensa- 

tion Is Granted. 


Kansas City, Mo,—The dangers to 
the Faith of the Catholic partner in 
a mixed marriage and the conditions 
inimical to happy wedlock inherent in 
mixed marriages are cited and ex- 
plained in detail by the Most Rey. 
Thomas F. Lillis, Bishop of Kansas 
City, in an important pastoral! letter 
to the Catholic laity of his diocese 
which was read, by the Bishop's or- 
der, in all the churches of the diocese 
last Sunday morning and will be read 
again this Sunday. 


New Regulation An- 
nounced 


After describing the dangers of 
mixed marriages, the Bishop an- 
nounces a new regulation for his 
diocese concerning mixed marriages 
by which the non-Catholic party must 
take at least six instructions over a 
period of three weeks, “from the pas- 
tor, or a priest delegated by him, on 
Catholic doctrine as well as on the 
sacrament of marriage in particular, 
and the duties connected with the 
married life.” “We further recom- 
mend,” the Bishop adds, “and urge 
the Catholic party to attend these in- 
structions.” 

“We also admonish the Catholic who 
contemplates marriage with a non- 
Catholic,” the instructions continue, 
“to call in person and alone at the 
rectory and inform the pastor of his 
or her intention at least a month be- 
fore the marriage, to the end proper 
arrangements may be made for these 
six instructions.” 

The pastoral declares that the reg- 
ulation will have the force of a die- 
cesan law after its ptiilication in the 
parish churches and in the chapels of 
our hospitals and educational institu- 
tions on the third 
Epiphany, January 24, this year.” 

The Bishop, in considering five 
types of mixed marriage, points out 
the perils to the Faith of the Catholic 
party in each as follows: 

1. Let us consider the case, which
